Homestgap (Pa,,) July 8.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The situation at 
Homestead is absolutely unchanged. 
There is nothing tonight indicating 
what the next step will be. Perhaps 
troops will be ordered here, bnt no one 
can say. The sheriff made another in- 
effectual effort to obtain the admission 
of.deputy sheriffs to the works and to 
raise a posse in Homestead. The prop- 
osition has been made to the strikers 
that they permit deputy sheriffs peace- 
fuliy to enter the works and assume 
chargé. The proposition was consid- 
ered at a meeting, but no conclusion 
was.reached, though -there was a gen- 
eral expression in favor of \accepting 
the proposition and of submission to 
law and recognition of the regular con- 
stituted authority. The men are in- 
tensely suspicious, and fear that the in- 
troduction of deputies would be but a 
cloak for more important action: 
that the Pinkertons will follow 
the deputies and non-union men the 
Pinkerténs. Both these latter they will 
resist to the utmost. The cooler men 
are advising the strikers to permit 
the deputies to come in peacefully, but 
if it be granted the strikers insist that 
the deputies shall be neither numerous 
nor well armed and shall not make a 
move to protect men whom the firm 
may introduce,

ORDER ‘MAINTAINED. 

No disorder occurred today and none 
up to 11 o'clock tonight. No false 
alarms gained currency. Three more 
funerals of the last of the victims 
among the strikers, a fruitless mass- 
meeting of the locked out men, and the 
Sheriff's coming, conference and de- 


day. Another twenty-four hours has 
passed and Homestead continues in the 
possession of the locked out men.

the public school system. Justice requires 
that a teacher recognized as efficient should 
be reasonably secure in his or her position, 
and therefore shonld not be dependent 
upon the good or ill will of any one in- 
dividual. 

We further ask that the Board of Educa- 
tion exercise its undoubted authority to 


tion on full pay before a teacher is finally 
lected. A provision whereby, in justice to 
ourselves and in justice to the patrons and 


pupils of the schools, competent teachers 
} only secure permanent positions. 

‘And we also ask vou to pass rules pro- 
viding that all charges looking toward the 
discharge of teachers be specified in writ- 
ing, and that the teacher be informed 
thereof and be given the privilege of 
justification before your honorable body. 

Experience has proved that an examin. 
ing board, dealing only with granting and 
revoking certificates, does not provide the 
teachers the hearing they are entitled to.

Q. Thencall upon the State to pro- 
tect you inthe rights which it guaran- 
tees by its Constitution and laws. It is 
for this protection that you have paid 
taxes allthese years. 

M. Ihave called upon the State, but 
it is either too weak or too cowardly to 
assist me. It seems to be unabie to ful- 
fillits part of the contract.

SANTA ANA, 

State and county tax sales were con- 
cluded yesterday, $318.68 being the 
amount disposed of, making a total of 
$1355.63 as the sum delinquent.

Clever Capture by Police De- 
tective Benson. 


A Chinese Thief Caught Trying to

One of the smoothest liars that has 
been unearthed in this city for some time 
past was lodged inthe city prison by 
Police Detective Benson yesterday 
morning.

Germain was the owner of a fine 
Knights Templar watch charm, mounted 
with three diamonds and valued at 
$125. One morning he lostitin his 
yard, and as Jim was working among 
the flowers he was asked to look out for 
the charm, and he and Mr. Germain be- 
gan a search.

TO DISPLACE OARS, 
Successful Trial of a Novel Mechanism to 
Propel Small Boats. 

A novel method of propelling small 
boats was successfully operated last 
evening for the first time at West Shore 
Lake by the inventor, Rh. L. Johansen of 
this city, who built the boat at the old 
Second street cable power house. 

Phe boat is propelled by a two-bladed 
fourteen-inch screw, which is revolved 
by Working a lever back and forth.
